According to the evidence now in possession 
of the State the crooked voters came from 
the South Side principally, while the names 
were all registered from the North Side. 
The names were registered from hotels and 
boarding-bouses in the ward, and a clerk in 
each and every place was “fixed.”

BURNING OF A FLORIDA STEAMBOAT. 


The H. B. Plant Destroyed on Lake Beres- 
ford—Her Passengers’ Narrow Kacape. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fia., April 29.—[Special. | — 


The steamboat H. B. Plaut was burned at 


Lake Beresford, three miles from Delands, 
100 miles south of here, last night. She left 
her dock in this city at 3p. m. yesterday on 
her regular trip up the St. Johns River to 
Sanford. At4o’clock as the steamer was 


rattling along at a rapid rate a kerosene 


lamp exploded on board and in a few mo- 
ments the cry of fire was raised. So rapidiy 
did the flames spread that in a few maments 


it was seen that the vessel wasdoomed. For 


a while the passengers were uncontrollable. 
Many jumped overboard in their excitement, 
but were rescued by deck bands. 

Finally Capt. Hall succeeded in calmmg 
some of the most hysterical, but seeing that 
here was no possible chance to save his vessel, 
ordered the steamboat’; head turned in shore, 
end near Deersfoot landing, which is a mile 
and a half from Beresford station, she was 
beached. 

The vessel stuck in the mud and the work 
of transferring the passengers on life rafts 
commenced. fhe crew succeeded in saving 
all except one passenger, one deck hand, and 
one waiter (colored), all unknown. 

All the freight on the steamer was lost, 
most of it having arrived on the Clyde

| KEMMLER’S EXECUTION POSTPONED.

The Buffalo Murderer Allowed to Live Un- 
til-Afrer Jane 17 at Least, 

Rocuester, N. V., April 29.—[Special.]|—A 
writ of habeas corpus was, ser ved on Warden 
Durston at Auburn prison today which will 
postpone the execution of Remmler at least 
until after June 17, 

The writ was granted by Judge. Wallace in 
New York, at the ingtance of District-attor- 
ney Roger Sherman, a lawyer who has not 
previously been identified with the case. 

The ostensible busis on which the argu- 
ments for habeas corpus are to be made is 
that the punishment is cruel and contrary to 
the Constitution of the United States. 

Attorney Sherman had considerable diff- 
culty in convincmg Warden Durston that 
the writ was genuine, as the latter bas been 
unusually on his guard against sur- 
prises of all kinds, owing to tne 
many attempts . by people 
to gain access to the mued man. He 
bluntly informed the attorney that he would 
require some assurance of the regularity of 
the procceeding before even allowing him in- 
side the prison. The iawyer read his copy of 
the original writ and said that a certified copy 
would be sent, by the clerkof the court at 
Utica, but this did not satisfy the Warden, 
An affidavit. before Supreme Court Judge 
Dwight was then made by Lawyer Sherman, 
and armed with this he succeeded in getting 
beyond the Wardén. 

When the news was conveyed to Kemmler 
he failed to exhibit the least concern. A 
necessary adjunct,to the service of the writ 
was that Kemmier should sign an afii- 
davit decldring Sherman was his attorney. 

A notary public accompanied the latter to 
the condemned cell, and in his presence 
Kemmler signed the document, his de- 
meanor indicating that he was far from rea- 
izing the contents ot the paper.

PIG-IRON MANUFACTURERS PINCHED. 


Prices in Pig-Iron Drop—The World's Fair 
Contract May Boom It, 

Prrrsnund, Pa., April 29.—.[Special.]—-The 
Pittsburg and Shenango Valley pig-iron man- 
ufacturets, who last December contracted for 
Superior region ores at fancy prices and for 
six to eighteen months ahead, are now wish- 
ing they bad not. At that time Bessemer 
pig was selling at $24.50, and there was not 
enough to keep pace with the demand. It is 
customary to make ore contracts in Febra- 
ary, but the market looked so rosy that many 
manutacturers made them in December, 
orders for about 7,000,000 tons being 
placed before the new year dawned. Some 
weeks later Bessemer began to drop and 
prices gradually fell. until now $18 is the 
quotation, and sales have been made on the 
quiet at $17.75. Meanwhile coke has ad- 
vanced from $1.75 to $2.15, and this, taken 
with the high figures for ore and the 
heavy freight rates—particularly to the She- 
nango Valtey—is leaving no margin for the 
pig-iron men. The troubie lies in overpro- 
duction resulting from last winter’s boom. 
The same trouble is.@xperienced -with forge 
and foundry irons. It is feared the smaller 
concerns may go to the wall unless a change 
comes. The signing of the World's Fair bill 
ig the only ray of hope the pig-iron peo- 
ple have had for weeks. Snould the Chica-

INVESTIGATING THE CLAYTON MURDER. 


A Witness Acknowledges That Suspicion 
Has Pointed Towards Himself. 

Lrrrin Rock, Ark., April 29.— [Special.] 
The Clayton-Breckirridge Investigating 
Committee today opened the inquiry into the 
assassination of Clayton. 

Robert L. Pate, a saloonkeeper in Plummer- 
ville, was the first witness. He admitted being 
near the bourding-house at the time the fatal 
shot was fired, but protested that he was en- 
gaged in his saloon when he received the 
first information of the crime.

The next witness was Olie Bentley, the 
Deputy-Sheriff who appeared at Flummer- 
vilie rather mysteriously the night of the 
assassination.. He said he was with Bob 
Pate that night, and gave an account of his 
doings from the time he arrived in Piummer- 
ville tall he learned of Clayton’s murder. 

Sheriff Shelby of Conway County will be 
examined tumorrow regarding the theory 
which he claims to have of the crime and of 
the evidence he has placed before the Goy-

guages in this region. It was impossible to 
do much business along the Pacific coast 
until a trade language of easy form had 
gradually formed itself. I think that Horatio 
Hale, at one time a member of the United 
States exploring expedition, was about the 
first to de vote any attention to this subject. 
‘He drew up a vocabulary of about 250 words. 
Of these eighteen were of Nootka origin, 
111 were Chinook, ten formed by onomato- 
poeia, thirty-one English, thirty-four French, 
and the remainder of doubtful origin. In 
1868 the vocabulary had increasea to 500 
words and a simple grammar had developed. 
Now we often hear Jargon in Oregon. There 
are dictionaries of Jargon and sermons are 

and songs sung in the new Chinook.

Isaac Smith, J: P., and one of the richest 
men in the big manufacturing town of Brad- 
ford, Eng., is at the Grand Pacific. He is at 
the head of acorporation which is growing 
fabulously wealthy by loaning money to 
American farmers. Regarding its origin 
and methods he said last evening: 

„made a long visit to this country a year 
ago in quest of properties which a syndicate 
could handle prontabiy. I saw my country. 
men buying breweries, flour-mills, and all 
sorts of establishments in a reckless way. 1 
traveled through your Far West ic search of 
lanus. The condition of the Western farmer 
surorised me. Half of his property was 
burdened with mortgages; he was almost 
penniless; crops were not profitable; 
and io make matters worse he was voting 
for political measures which were extremely 
injurious to him. Then I decided that it 
would be a good thing to help the American 
farmer out of his trouble—not iorgetting to 
heip myself at the same time. 

“SoI returned to Eagland and formed a 
company to loan money to American farm- 
ers. We associated with us a number of 
Western bankers and lawyers and began 
overations. We worked along quietly, and 
last year your farmers in California, Texas, 
Nebraska, and Iowa borrowed over $10,000,000 
of our money. Our method is this: When 
asked to advance money on a farm we look 
over the property, get an appraisal, and 
make a loan of one-third of wat amount 
Our rate of interest is from 8 to 12 per cent. 

“Since the success of our company bas 
been demonstrated any numoer of English 
capitalists have also started to help out your 
farmers in their unenviable position. So 
long as the money-lending business is 8 
profitable there is no use of syndicates risk- 
ing their capital by assuming the manage- 
ment of industries which they know iittie or 
nothing about.“

Adjusting Fassengerr Difficulties. 

The General Passenger Agents of the 
roads lin the territory of the ola Western 
States ‘Passenger Association met yesterday 
in the Rookery for the purpose of trying to 
effect a new organization and to bring about 
a restorauon of Western passenger 
rates. All the roads were  repre- 
sented; inciuding the Missouri Pacific. 
The principal trouble came from the Wiscon- 
sin Central, which adhered to its former posi- 
uon —that roads running trains at less speed 
than fifteen hours between Chicago and St. 
Paul suould be allowed a differential rate or 
that fast train service between Chicago and 
St. Paui be stopped and such uniform time 
be arranged as could easily be made by any 
of the roads.. The matter was finally re- 
ferred to a sub-committee with instructions 
to report to today’s meeting. 

During a joint conference with the Trans- 
Missouri Passenger Association it was decided 
to amalgamate the latter with the Western 
States’ Passenger Association, or, in other 
words, that there be but one passenger asso- 
ciation betwben Chicago’ and the Rocky 
Mountains. | 

The proposed new agreement was thén 
considered section by section so as to adapt 
it to une roads west of the river as well as 
those east, and good progress was made. 

The present indications are that an agree- 
ment will be perfected and rates restored be- 
fore long. 


Western Freight Differences. 

The Western Freight and TransMissouri 
Freight Associations were in session all day 
yesterday trying to arrange through rates 
between Chicago and points west of tne Mis- 
souri River on lumber and other articles to 
conform with the reduced rates to, the Mis- 
souri River recently inaugurated by the Al- 
ton. Mostof the time was taken up jn the 
discussion of lumber rates. The matter was 
finaily referred to a sub-committee with in- 
structions tg report to the general meeting 
this morning. The question of live-stock 
rates from Omana and Council Bluffs and 
points west thereof was also upfor discus- 
sion, but action was deferred until today. 
Chairman Faithorn authorized the roads a 
few days ago to make a rate of 21 cents per 
100 pounds on cattle from Omaha (4 cents re- 
duction). But the Burlington made a mile- 
age allowance of $7.35 per car, same as made 
by the Al from Kansas City, and conse- 
quently there was considerabie confusion as 
to what rates should be made from Omaha. 
It is understood that the Buriimgton will 
witharaw the mileage allowance and submit 
to a 2l-cent rate. ! 


The Northwestern to Reach the Coast. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., April 29.—|Special,|—A 
rumor is being persistently circulated here 
that the Vanderbilt interest will obtain con- 
trol of the Great Northern at the election 
inafewdays. The Vanderbilt system now 
reaches tne Pacific Coast by a traffic ar- 


rangement with the Union Pacific from 


Omaha to San Francisco. This, it is said, 
was not satisfactory, and the Vanderbilts 


been disposed to claim that there is a cold- 
ness on the part of the United States to- 
wards Japan. 
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“The complaint is based on the fact.“ said 
Mr. Shepherd, “that the treaty negotiated 
by Minister Hubbard with Japan during 
Cleveland's Administration has not yet been 
sent to the Senate. This treaty surrenders 
the right of Americans to be tried by weir 
own officiais for crimes committed in Japan. 
Japan bas recently framed a Constitution and 
‘a code, set up new judicial institujions, and 
asks to be. relieved of the extra-territorial 

urisdiction exercised by civilized nations. 

uch a treaty has been ratified with Mexico. 
The Japanese Government is now inclined to 
give up the matter for the reason that the 
privilege of residence and trading in any 
part of Japan, which was granted in ex- 
change for the surrender of extra-territorial- 
ity, has stirred up lots of dissatisfaction 
among the Japanese people. But this coun- 
try is one of Japan’s best customers, buying 
about $31,500,000 and selling about $6,200,000 
in 188, and itis nardly probable that any- 
thing serious will develop out of this treaty 
question.“

Finacoial Uncertainty Paralyzes Argentine 

l Repablic Business. 

Buenos Ayres, March 21.— The topic of 
conversation continues to be more on the 
financiai situation and the price of gold than 
ever.

Referring to the 
Story General Manager Mohler of the Great 
Northern said this afternoon: These 
rumors vrecede each election, and everybody 
thinks the Great Northern will be sold, but 
after the eiéctien the road is usually found, 
as before, in Jim Hili’s vest pocket.“

HLsnono, III., April 29.— ][ Special. — The 
survey of the proposed Sprmgfleid and Hill 
boro railroad was commenced today at a 
point about seven miles south of this city on 
the Toledo and Kansas City railroad. 


Miscellaneous Notes. 


The general traffic departments of the Mil. 
waukee and St. Paul have at laét been removed 
to Chicago. ‘The Rand-McNally Building, where 
permanent offices baving been rented, not being 
ready yet. for occupancy, Traffic Manager Bird. 
General Freight Agent Hiland, and Assistant 
Freight Agent Gall have taken temporary offices 
on the seventh floor of the Rookery. 

The Chicago and Northwestern is carrying 
nearly all thesugar between the seaboard and 
St. Paul via Chicago, and its competitors feel 
real mad abopt it. They are mean enough to 
state that the Northwestern could not get the 
business at tariff when the rate via Chicago is 
34 cents, as against 26 cents by way of Lake Su- 
perior. 


CANADA INVITING RETALIATION, 


The Leading Commercial Paper of the Do- 
minion on the New Tariff Bill. 

Orrawa, Ont., April 27.—The Monetary 
Times of Toronto, the leading commercial pa- 
per ot the Dominion, is outspoken with re- 
gard to the hostility which the Canadian 
Government has been showing toward the 
United States. In its last issue the Monetary 
Times says: 

By its action in imposing duties on agricult- 
ural produce the Canadian Government is beyond 
doubt inviting retaliation at Washington. It 
will scarcely. do to plead that the Americans 
threw the first stone. True, a committee of 
eight had reported a tarif bill with a menacing 
agricultural schedule, but that was the extent to 
which the action on the tariff bad proceeded 
in Congress.
